Q: What is the difference between Work Shift rules and Daily rules?

A: Work Shift rules restrict the on duty time that a driver may accumulate from the moment the driver reports to
duty to the moment he or she is released from duty. Work Shift calculations do not reset until the driver has ac-
cumulated the minimum consecutive off duty time required by the applicable US or Canadian hours of service

regulations.
Canada has additional rules, called Daily Rules, which restrict the on duty time a driver may accumulate from

the start of one 24-hour log period to the start of the next and establish mandatory minimums for the total
off duty time a driver must accumulate within a log period. Daily calculations automatically reset at the begin-

ning of each log day.

Q: Why do my driving time details sometimes show “Salesperson” instead of “Cycle Duty”?

A: If you are operating in the US as a driver salesperson!, the typical cycle duty limit does not apply toward your
driving time left so long as you do not exceed 40 hours driving in any period of seven consecutive days. The
salesperson value shows how long you may continue to drive under this driver salesperson exception.
